The 2012 AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon will not have the record numbers 
of participants like in 2009 through 2011 — 
the event averaged 91,3 teams during that 
span — but more than 70 duos are signed up 
for this year’s race, the 65th in the event’s 
history.

Michigan is known as the 
“Wolverine State” but only 
one lone actual wolverine 
has been confirmed to live 
here and the mounted ani- 
mal is on display at the 
Hartwick Pines State Park 
for next three weeks. 

Michigan's “Jone” 
wolverine is touring the 
state in a traveling exhibit 
created by the Michigan 
Historical Center. 

Jeff Ford, a retired high 
school science teacher, who 
co-authored the book The 
Lone Wolverine - Tracking 
Michigan’s Most Elusive 
Animal, with journalist 
Elizabeth Philips Shaw, 
said the wolverine is 
believed to made its home 
in Michigan in 2003, 

An ice bridge, formed 
over northern Great Lakes, 
in 2002, provided passage 
for the wolverine. 

DNA analysis of the 
wolverine indicate the 
wolverine came into 
Michigan from Canada, but 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
officials contend that the 
wolverine’s genetic make 
up match family members 
from Alaska. 

The wolverine lived in 
Sanilac County’s Minden 


State Game Area in 
Michigan’s Thumb area for 
six years. 


Wolverines are known 
for traveling long distances. 
Ford believes the wolverine 
traveled from Ontario, 
where a bear hunter found 
its tracks, to Michigan - a 
total of 250 miles. Three 
different DNA tests were 
compared with nearly 500 
wolverines to the wolverine 
found in Michigan. 

“It’s all theory, but it is 
based on some evidence,” 
Ford said. 

Bear trapper Dale Abbott 
first discovered the wolver- 
ine’s tracks, but thought 
they were left by bears. He 
contacted Ford, who is a 
published outdoor writer, 
about the discovery. Abbot 
was particularly intrigued, 
because beaver dams in the 
Mindén State Game area, 
were being destroyed. 

“Bears typically don’t do 
that, but the wolverine’s 
favorite food is beaver so it 
kind of confused him at the 
time,” Ford said. 

Ford made plaster copies 
of the tracks. Arnie Karr, a 
DNR biologist, originally 
verified the animal was a 
wolverine. At the time of 
the wolverine’s sighting, 
DNR Director Rebecca 
Humphries signed an emer- 
gency order protecting the 
animal from harassment or 
harm. 

It took Ford over a year, 
371 days to be exact, to 
capture a picture of the 
wolverine with a game 
camera, a device used by 
hunters and outdoor enthu- 
siasts to track the move- 
ment of wildlife. The 
Minden State Game Area is 
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8,700-acres of swamp, 
which includes a bog. 

After catching the first 
glimpse of the wolverine, 
Ford used venison steaks 
and chops as bait. 

Known for its viscous- 
ness, Ford said the wolver- 
ine leaped at a pair of red- 
tailed hawks on the bait 
pile, defending its area. A 
day later, Ford said the 
wolverine came after him 
and a friend as they were 
changing batteries in the 
game camera. 

“She charged in, then she 
bolted away,’ he said. “It 
was pretty exciting.” 

During his six years 
observing the wolverine, 
Ford tested the renowned 
animal. 

First, Ford gauged the 
strength to the wolverine, 
which are known pound for 
pound to be strongest mam- 
mal on the planet. A 100- 
pound log was placed over 
a venison bait pile, which 
raccoons were trying to get 
at unsuccessfully. 

“She just walked in, 
picked up the end of it with 
her mouth and carried it 
over,’ said Ford, comparing 
it to a human being moving 
a car. “She was only 24 
pounds.” 

Next, Ford placed bait up 
in tamarack trees, testing 
the wolverines on the 
strength of the tree branch- 
es. 

“She was smart enough 
to distribute her weight on 
three of four branches and 
then she would get it,” Ford 
said. 

Finally, Ford placed bait 
high up in the trees. 
Although having a low cen- 
ter of gravity, Ford said the 
wolverine jumped as high 
as seven feet a couple of

It was the first wolverine 
ever verified as living in the 
wild in Michigan. Michigan 
is known as the Wolverine 
State because it was a cen- 
ter for trade in the early 
trapping industry and 
wolverine pelts from the 
north and west of Michigan 
came through the state. 
Biologists say that if 
wolverines were native to 
Michigan, they were extir- 
pated about 200 years ago.

Almanack discussed seven proposals which 
will be on the November general election 
ballot to amend the state Constitution in a 
variety of ways or repeal certain laws now 
on the books.

Marijuana amendment gone for now 


In that earlier Almanack, I noted that most 
of the seven successful campaigns to reach 
the ballot filed far in excess of the 322,000 
signatures needed. One union-oriented 
group submitted almost 800,000 signatures 
in a dramatic show of strength. 

With these claims in mind, I figured that 
about 4,000,000 signatures were submitted 
to state election officials for the total of the 
seven ballot proposals. 

Checking vote totals in recent elections 
ao that the total vote for candidates for 
governor usually fell short of the suggested 
4,000,000 signatures submitted on petitions 
this year. 

One obvious conclusion is that in many 
cases the same individuals this year signed 
multiple petitions seeking to change the 
constitution. 

Another conclusion is that there may be 
professional petition-signers as well as pro- 
fessional petition-circulators practicing their 
trade in Michigan. 

Or it could mean only that the folks sub- 
mitting the petitions exaggerate quite a bit to 
puff up the number of supporters they claim 
to represent. 

Is any of that stuff illegal? Nope, but it is 
curious that Michigan apparently has more 
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people signing petitions to change govern- 
ment than vote for governor. 

It would be an interesting study for some 
fledgling political scientist to inspect and 
compare all 4,000,000 possible signers on 
petitions this year, and suggest some fact- 
based conclusions. 

* * * 

SNYDER’S VIEWS — Gov. Rick Snyder 
usually does not take strong positions on 
things that might or might not happen in the 
political world. 

For what it’s worth, here’s what he told a 
recent town hall meeting on the ballot pro- 
posals, according to a report in the Derroit 
Free Press: 

“IT haven’t formally come out on all of 
them, but most of them don’t have a whole 
lot of value. Basically all they’re doing is 
messing with the Michigan Constitution and 
trying to go backward, taking us back or 
making things more complicated or more 
expensive.”

GERMAN INVASION —- Michigan’s 
State Police motorcycle fleet isn’t complete- 
ly home bred anymore. 

The state has purchased nine BMW 
motorcycles made in Germany. Until now, 


American-made Harley-Davidson bikes 
have been exclusive. The state fleet is 24 
motorcycles, so American made is still the 
majority. 

Police officials claim the BMWs are 
faster, handle better, are safer and even have 
a lower price tag. BMW’s bid prices were 
$23,549 and $24,022, while the Harley bids 
were very close at $24,406 and $24,791. 

How fast is fast? The BMW has top speed 
of 131 mph, and the Harley hits 104 mph. 
BMW can go from 0-100 mph in !1 sec- 
onds; it takes Harley 31. 

Harley-Davidson has no plants in 
Michigan but does in Wisconsin and 
Pennsylvania, both states which can ill 
afford to lose any more manufacturing jobs. 

All in all, if I had a voice in buying our 
state’s motorcycles — which I do not have — 
I] would vote to buy American. 

Wisconsin and Pennsylvania are a lot 
closer to Michigan than Germany.

I recently thought of those 
words that shaped my fife in 
the military and civilian life. 

I graduated from 
Grayling High School in 
June, 1942 and World War 
Ii had just started. In the 
fall I was working for the 
Coca Cola Company in 
Grand Rapids, driving a 
semi truck. I wanted to be 
a pilot, so I paid a visit to 
the Navy Recruiting Office. 
He informed me that I 
would have to have at least 
two years of college. I told 
him that I had just finished 
high school. He said it is 
probably a waste of time, 
but I can take the written 
exam if I want to. To his 
surprise and mine, I passed 
the exam. 

I had to wait until spring 
to be assigned to a Navy 
Flight: school as a cadet. 
During the next 16 months, 
I attended five different 
schoo] in five different loca- 
tions. Flight Instruction 
was one half a day and 
ground school was the other 
half. I had to work very 
hard in ground school. I 
graduated in June 1944 in 
Corpus Christi, Texas and 
was commissioned a 


* Second Lieutenant in the 


Marine Corps and received 
ny Gold Naval Aviation 
Wings. We were scheduled 
to fly the B-25 bomber at 
Cherry Point, NC, but our 
orders were changed to San 
Diego, Calif. We were then 
ordered to Corvallis, Ore., 
where we learned to fly the 
R4D and RSC twin engine 
Marine Transport aircraft. 

We ‘were then transferred 
to the Island of Guam and 
covered most of the islands 
involving the Marines, 
including Iwo. Jima and 
Okinawa where our plane 
was hit by a rocket. When 
the war ended we had orders 
to fly occupational Marines 
into Japan and China. 

After World War II, I 
returted to Grayling. My

Shortly after that the 
Korean War started, I was 
called back into the Marine 
Corps as a Captain at 
Cherry Point, NC., and was 
assigned to a jet fighter Air 
Group to fly a transport air- 
craft for the group and 
check out in a jet. Later I 
was transferred to 
California to become a 
Plane Commander on the 
four engine R5D Marine 
Transport. | was then trans- 
ferred to Hawaii and then to

to Hong Kong, China. 

In 1955 the war is over 
and I am ready to make a 
change. I was offered a 
pilot’s 
American Airlines. | would 
be based in New York with 
flights to England and 
Europe. It would mean liv- 
ing in New York.

We decided to move to 
Traverse City and I was dis- 
charged from the Marine 
Corps. 

Being a Captain, I 
received a pretty good 
salary, plus as a pilot, I 
received a monthly bonus 
for flight duty. We had 
saved enough money to pro- 
vide adequate funds for the 
expenses and adjustment to 
a civilian life, if I could find 
a job right away. 

I met and formed a part- 
nership with Jack 
Zimmerman, who owned a 
residential construction 
company.

wars (past and present) and 
the sacrifices made for our 
great country. I am provid-

YT moved-to this area and 
was surprised by the loud 
explosions from the ranges 
and finding out I] had moved 
to the flight path of the heli- 
copters going from the air- 
field to Range 40.

Soldiers are 
ARMED so they can kill 
people. So are we. Sounds 
ugly, but it's better than 
going back to the days of 
Big Government.”

Some colonies had laws 
on the books requiring fami- 
lies to carry a gun to church 
for protection. They held a 
Bible in one hand defended 
by their Ist Amendment 
right. They held a gun in 
the other hand defended by 
their 2nd Amendment right. 
It was God who gave us His 
truth to set us free, and God 
gave us the right to self- 
defense, which is the ulti- 
mate of all other human 
rights. (Luke 22:36)

BACK T0 SCHOOL SIDEWALK 
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School chief explains 
need for bond issue 


The Crawford AuSable 
School District will be hav- 
ing a school election on 
August 7. 

Crawford AuSable School 
District Superintendent Joe 
Powers submitted this ques- 
tion and answer article to 
the Crawford County 
Avalanche to explain why 
and how the school funding 
proposal would benefit the 
school district. 

What will this election 
provide? 

Schools are very limited 
in what they can ask their 
own community for. 
Schools cannot ask for oper- 
ational funds. Most of the 
school’s monies are for stu- 
dents, teachers and staff, 
plus utilities, gas, diesel, 
books and supplies. All 
these are considered “opera- 
tional” funds. Schools can- 
not ask their communities 
for operational funds.

However, schools can ask 
communities for upgrades to 
facilities and capital pur- 
chases such as student tech- 
nology and buses and boil- 
ers. If the communities 
approve the bond election, 
these items will be pur- 
chased by the bond thus sav- 
ing the “operational” funds 
for students and teachers. 

Why is this necessary? 

The State Legislature 
greatly reduced K-12 school 
funding. School funding 
was shifted by the legisla- 
ture away from K-12 
schools to pay for other 
parts of the State’s budget. 
Our school lost $1.2 million 
dollars last year alone. The 
State just took the money 
away. Since 2005, CASD 
has made over $8 million 
dollars of budget reductions. 
We need our communities to 
help us now. 

Whar will this save?

By saving money, the 
Board of Education can con- 
tinue to offer great program- 
ming for our students. The 
Board can continue to offer 
the lowest class sizes in the 
area which leads to a better 
education. We do not want 
to be a school with 35 to 40 
students in a classroom. 
Also, we must prepare our 
students for their world. 
Today’s students must be 
skilled in the use of technol- 
ogy. Even though we grew 
up without technology, our 
students have to be profi- 
cient using technology. 
Our students need to be 
every day problem solvers 
to compete in a global soci- 
ety. We want our students 
to be able to compete with 
students from China, India 
and the rest of the world. 
This bond would allow us to 
provide student technology 
for a first-class education. 

Why is CASD such a great 
school? 

Our most recent ACT 
scores, which are taken by 
all juniors in Grayling High 
School, are another sign of 
CASD being the top district 
in the region. GHS stu- 
dents outscored everyone in 
the region. GHS is in the 
top ten in the State for ACT 
improvement over the last 
three years as noted in the 
Detroit Free Press. GHS 
students outscored the State 
and greatly outscored all 
neighboring schools in the 
whole region. 

GHS was only one of 75 
top high schools in the State 
of Michigan to be recog- 
nized as a top performing 
schoo]. Grayling Middle 
and Grayling Elementary 
were two of the top ranked 
schools in the region. Both 
schools were recognized as

($1.04 per month) for four 
years. In the fifth year, the 
savings with reduced taxes 
would be $50 for the first 
year, The millage rate 
would continue to decline. 
The existing bonds are to be 
paid off in 2021. If this 
bond is approved, the bonds 
will still be paid off in 2021.

AuSable Marathon to 


start on Saturday night

As of Monday, July 23, 
there were 72 teams signed 
up for the 2012 AuSable 
Marathon. Teams can no 
longer register for the event 
-— the final deadline was 
Monday — but teams some- 
times withdraw during the 
week leading up to the 
marathon, so the final num- 
ber of starting teams will 
not be known until Saturday 
night. 

The current record for 
most AuSable Marathon 
teams was established in 
2010, a year in which 94 


duos started the race. 
Ninety paddling teams 
started the AuSable 


Marathon in 2011, a few 
short of another record. 

“T think in the next few 
years we should see another 
spike in entries back to the 
80-90 range,” said Ryan 
Matthews, AuSable 
Marathon record keeper and 
member of the Oscoda 
marathon committee. “It’s 
no secret that the marathon 
continues to gain popularity 
every year with both fans 
and paddlers. I know that 
the committee members 
and other volunteers pour 
our blood, sweat, and tears 
into making the marathon a 
premier event in North 
America. Due to _ that 
effort, the marathon contin- 
ues to lure elite paddlers 
from all over the country 
and Canada, as well as 
those average joes that are 
looking for an endurance 
challenge they’l] remember 
and cherish for a lifetime.” 

Stephen Leppard —- he 
will be competing in the 
marathon for the third time 
this year — said what he 
enjoys about the marathon 
is the “personal challenge 
(and) amazing fan support 
the entire race, from 
Grayling to Mio to Oscoda 
to every cabin in between, 
and pulling into Oscoda 
after a successful 
marathon.” 


Leppard said he loves | 


“racing at night. Colder and 
great secing race fans, espe- 
cially at McMasters and 
Mio. I first got into (the) 


race with a friend for the 
challenge. We keep coming 
back because every year is a 
challenge to better your- 
self.” 

“I think what brings peo- 
ple back and what keeps 
new people coming in is the 
atmosphere,” said Austin 
Weiler, a longtime 
marathon volunteer who’s 
racing in the event for the 
first time this year. “The 
Spectators respect the ath- 
letes and the athletes appre- 
Ciate the respect shown by 
the fans. It is an infectious 
fecling that people want to 
be a part of.” 

“T would say that just the 
overall challenge of the race 
itself is what made me want 
to compete in it,’ Weiler 
said. “My favorite part of 
the marathon is the family- 
like atmosphere between all 
the paddlers. We all want to 
help each other and a lot of 
us are friends outside of the 
racing circle.” 

This year, according to 
the AuSable Marathon’s 
most recent entry list, 34 of 
the competitors will be 
attempting the race for the 
first time. There were 3] 
AuSable Marathon rookies 
last year and approximately 
two out of three (20 of 31) 
finished the race. In 2010, a 
year that featured a record 
number of overall partici- 
pants, 26 out of 32 first- 
time AuSable Marathon 
competitors reached the fin- 
ish line. In 2009, the event 
featured 42 first-timers and 
29 of them finished. 

In the last three 
marathons combined, 105 
first-timers raced and 74 
finished (70 percent). 

“T think that the biggest 
challenge for me will be not 
knowing how my body will 
react,” Weiler said. “The 
paddlers that have done this 
for a while know how they 
should be feeling and when 
something doesn’t feel 
right. | have no clue about 
that. ’'m not too worned 
about the night aspect of the 
race. I am more worried 
about how | will feel the 
next morning.”

race. Of those, Al Widing 
Sr. (with 39), Lynne Witte 
(with 32), and Bill Torongo 
(with 27) have the most pre- 
vious marathons. 

“It’s been my opinion that 
the Iron Paddlers ~ those 
paddlers with 10-plus 
marathon finishes in the 
professional division — 
deserve more recognition 
than they receive, as they 
are a big reason why the 
marathon continues to be so 
exciting. These paddlers 
come back year after year to 
compete in this great race, 
and they become familtar 
faces that marathon fans 
can recognize and cheer for. 
It’s hard to even fathom 
what the marathon would 
be like without the [ron 
Paddlers,” Matthews said.

Grayling teen spending 
summer selling goods 
at farmers market

As the temperatures con- 
tinue to top out on the ther- 
mometer, Jon Petrie is 
proving that he can take the 
heat in the kitchen. 

Petrie, age 16, will be a 
junior at Grayling High 
School this fall. He is the 
son of Kay and Dave 
Petrie. 

Instead of carrying 
canoes, dipping ice cream 
of flipping burgers for a 
summer job, Petrie is sell- 
ing baked goods and cus- 
tom made jewelry at the 
Grayling Farmers Market. 
He was encouraged to use 
his skills and entrepreneur- 
ship by his mother. 

“She wanted me to have 
fun during the summer and 
didn’t want to be flipping 
burgers .and. stuff: like that 
so [ took it upon myself to 
do the farmer’s market and 
make a couple extra bucks,” 
Petrie said. 

Petrie offers an array of 
backed goods at the farm- 
ers market, which is held 
on Thursday and Saturday, 
including breads, sweet 
breads, sourdough breads, 
cinnamon rolls, cookies 
and caramel corn. 

Petrie said time in the 
kitchen is a bonding activi- 
ty as his family prepares 
daily meals or for parties. 

“Cooking and food 
always brings my family 
together,” he said. 

Petrie is maintaining a 
garden and will have fresh, 
homegrown produce at his 
vendor stand. 

“I’m growing a bunch of 
different stuff so that 
should be coming in pretty 
soon,” he said. 

Petrie is also selling cus- 
tom made jewelry and 
items at the farm market. 
Dave and Jon Petrie make 
the jewelry and sell it 
through their website 45 
Parallel Recycler. 

The father and son team 
make items such as 
bracelets, key chains, tooth 
pick holders and flower 
vases from silverware from 
the late 1800s and early 
1900s. 

“We come up with repur- 
poses for items that would 
usually be thrown away and 
discarded,” Petrie said. 

The Petries find the sil- 
verware at garage sales or 
purchase individual pieces 
online, which can be sold 
for as high as $20. 

“If you think about it, 
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they are pretty much worth 
it because they are made of 
silver and silver prices have 
gone up,” Petrie said. 

The handles of the silver- 
ware pieces are cut off, 
bent and combined to make 
an item that has detail and 
depth. 

Kay Petrie also sells 
antiques online, which she 
finds at garage sales. Last 
year, the cottage industry 
business helped provide 
Christmas for the family, 
which also includes broth- 
ers Josh, Craig, Chris and 
Nick and sister Elysia. 

“Being creative, you can 
sell them on line and make 
a couple of extra bucks,” 
Petrie said. 

During farm market 
days, Petrie usually sells all 
of his baked goods, which 
brings in between $100 and 
$150. His stand has also 
brought more attention for 
jewelry sales. 

Petrie spends about 12 
hour per day preparing for 
the farm markets, picks his 
own berries for his products 
and buys supplies focally. 

“]’m supporting the com- 
munity as they are support- 
ing me,” Peirie said. 

Although his peers are 
making more money, Petrie 
said his summer has been a 
blast. 

“You want something to 
do that. is enjoyable,” he 
said. “I’m at less than min- 
imum wage right now, but 
Pm having fun and I’m 
enjoying what I’m doing.”

For the Women’s Division (both female paddlers), sponsored by St. Joseph Hospital, Mary and Theresa Schlimmer of New York 
are the only women’s team entered this year. Barring a setback, they will become the youngest Women’s Division team to ever 
finish the Marathon. 


The Masters Division (both paddlers aged 40+ years), sponsored by Friedman Partners, will feature eight teams racing to claim . 
the bonus cash prize, but the odds-on favorites to claim the division are Clark Kent and Tim Sheldon. Should they falter, the 
teams to beat would become Jon Thompson/Brian Royce, Wait Harrison/Don Brooks, Graham Forrester/Susan Morris, and 
Rodger Moak/Jeff Baerlocher. 


Returning this year to defend their 2011 Seniors Division (both paddlers aged 50+ years) title are Fred Mills and Tim McClure. 
They will be defending themselves against the teams of Jon Webb/Yves Cartier, Larry Frederick/Lee Short, Mark Koenig/Fritz 
Hansen, Kevin Ornatowski/Lynne Witte, and five other Seniors Division teams. The Seniors Division is sponsored by Mercy

from Roscommon, Theresa Schlimmer, age 19, from Cortland, New York; and Matt Townsend, age 19, from Grayling. The 
Youth Division is sponsored by Mercy Hospital. 


For the always-hard-to-predict Rookie Division (both paddlers racing their first Marathon), Mathieu St. Pierre and Samuel Frigon, 
both from Quebec, look to hold off Steve Drew/Jason Gauthier of Massachusetts, Ted Cramer/T ommy Cramer of lowa, and four 
other Rookie teams. Historically, the Marathon is not kind to first-time paddlers, as a great number of rookies, no matter the tal- 
ent level, are not able to finish their first Marathon.

The AuSable River Canoe Marathon Hall of Fame will be adding two former Marathon Champions into its 7th Hall of Fame 
‘class. Being inducted are Ed Wojahn of Tawas and John Baker of Grayling. Ed was Marathon Champion in 1960 and runner-up - 
in both 1959 and 1961. John was a four-time erameten with four different partners, as well as a five-time runner-up. Congratu- 

lations to both of them! 


Best of luck to Jon Thompson of Lewiston, Don Brooks of Beaverton, and Robert Smith of Roscommon, as all three men at- 
tempt to finish their tenth professional Marathon, in turn, earning themselves the Iron Paddler Award. Only sixty-nine paddlers in 
Marathon history have earned this award.

Crawford County - Stephan, Wakeley, and 
McMasters Bridges ~ will be closed to all vehi- 
cle traffic during the race. Spectator vehicles will 
not be allowed to cross the river at these points. 


Oscoda County - Paramalee Bridge ~ will be 
closed to spectators but passable to vehicles. No 
portable light will be available. If you are viewing 
the race from here, there are good sites along 
the campground on the north side or at the public 
access site on the south. 


Mio Dam ~ Mio Dam has been upgraded this 
spring so better viewing will be available at the 
bottom of the dam on the fishing pier. Spectators 


| will not.be allowed on the spillway. There is a 


walkway from the MDOT parking lot, south of M 
72, under the bridge to the dam. Spectators must 
stay clear of the pathway and the put-in area as 
the teams portage. | 


McKinley Bridge ~ Spectators will not be al- 
lowed to stand on the bridge to watch the race.

Alcona Dam ~ Only feeders will be allowed into 
the dam parking lot. Spectators should park in 
the field on the north side of the river and walk 
across the bridge to the portage. 


Loud Dam ~ Spectators will not be allowed into 
Loud Dam. Only feeders will only be allowed to 
park at the dam lot and along the road leading to 
the dam. Parking will only be allowed on one side 
of the road. This will make it safer for spectators 
walking to view the portage. 


Foote Dam ~ Parking may be limited because of 
construction at the dam. 


Whirlpool near Oscoda ~ Everyone must park 
in the parking lot and not in the boat launch. US 
Forest Service will be issuing tickets at this area.
